A marke] change in the general feeling 
with regard to the future of the epidemic 
was manifest yesterday. Those who are 
here as refugees from the plague felt se- 


cure and the opinion was — everywhere 
voiced that in New Orleans and Mobile 
there would be an immediate diminution 


of yellow fever cases.. The weather seem- 
ed a godsend and it inspired the languishing 
and confidence of the people. The 
local opinion coincided with that of the 
refugees, as the fact is well es'ablished 
that cool weather checks the disease. Com- 
ing at this time, before the disease has 
fairly got a foothold, and with the -type 
so mild and eas'iy treated, every one 
thought that the scare would rapidly his- 
appear. 

From the present outlook business will 
resume a normal tone, the mails will be

resumed, full railway schedules will be 
mede and the exodus from New Orleans 


will immediately cease. 

In fact, there was great falling off in 
the number of refugees yesterday as com- 
pared with the days previous.

Dr. Stone still sends favorable reports 
to Savannah and it is probably due to these 
that Savannah refused to quarantine 
against Atlanta. 

Atlanta is at present one of tne cleanest 
cities of her size in the world. She has 
undergone a cleaning of a kind that has 
made her sanitary condition the 
has ever been.

Dr. Sawtelle. of the marine hospital 
service, yesterday issued a circular an- 
nouncing that the baggage ‘on trains ar- 
riving from infected po.nts would -be fumi- 
gated, as a precautionary measure. For- 
maldehyde gas will be used in fumigating 
baggage, and the d'‘sagreeable odors that 
linger after fumigation with sulphur fumes 
will not be present in the articles d-sin- 
fected. The formaidehyde gas leaves no 
odor and does not damage the articles fu- 
migated. 

Surgeon Sawtelle’s order relating to the 
fumigation of buggage is as follows: 

‘Atlanta, Ga., September 22. 1897.—To All 
Raitroad Officials VUperating Vrains in and 
Out of Atlanta. Gentlemen: As a precau- 
t.onary measure it is proposed to com- 
Menco the fumigation of all baggage on 
(rains arriving from infected points tomor- 
row with formaldehyde gas. 

“Dr. C. M. Drake will superintend this 
work. A certificate will be attached to 
each package or trunk fumigated, duly 
certsfied by the undersigned. Arrange- 
ments have been effected to fumigate such 
Biggage without detention of passengers 
bound to other points hy placing seals on 
unlocked trunks and valises and attaching 
Keys belonging thereto. 

“All baggage. of through passengers will 
be forwarded to destination 4S soon as 
possible after furaigation. : 

“Your co-overation in this important 

work is solicited during the present ex!- 
geney in the interest of the public health. 
Respectfully yours. 

“HENRY W. SAWTELLE, 
“Surgeon U. S. ‘Marine Hospital Service. 

The passengers will not be inconvenienced 
by thé fum‘gaton. Those’ who are going 
through will simply leave ¢heir keys with 
the fumigating officers and they will he 
sent after them with the fumigated bag- 
Base as soon as the baggage has under- 
gone the process. ; 

Very interesting, indeed, will be tke 
process of fumigat:ng baggage. Every ar- 
ticle will have to be exposed to the gas 
and it will be necessary to open all trunks 
and valises. Shirts. hosiery, collars, cuffs 
and all other wearing gear will n&@t be 
taken from the trunks to be disinfected 
by the gas. The contents of trunks will 
simply be loosened up. Striet care will be 
taken to get every article back in its 
right place, 

Dr. C. M. Drake, the Southern railway 
surgeon who will conduet the daily fumi- 
gation, will see that all baegage is properly 
repaciad after fumigation and then sent 
after the passengers as soon as possible, 
Passengers who stop here can get their 
baggage before night.

Meadow Green on Yellow Fever. 

Some amusing inc dents happen here in 
spite of the seriousness of .the situation. 
Nat Meadow, a respectable white man, ap- 
peared before the coroner at St. Andrew 
and Magnolia streets yesterday. 

There is yellow fever in the vicinity. 
Meadow declared that the aoctors were all 
wrong in their diagnosis and that he was 
confident that no fever existed here. He 
finally insisted upon going into the house 
where the patient in that neighborhood is 
lving, and after remaining inside for some 
time he appenred and denounced the ex- 
He was promptly taken to jail and 
this morning created a stir when it- be- 
came Known in the police court why he 
was being arraigned. Coroner Lemmonier, 
however, testified that the man had not 
been: in the house long enaqugh. to have 
carried cut any infection with him, and 
he was but nominally fined. There are 
seven new cases reported at Ocean Springs 
today and seven patients who had been 
ill were discharged. There are sttil. fifteen 
under treetment. The names of the new 
cases at Ocean Springs today were not 
made publia because the doctors said that 
the sickness of each was extremely mild. 
Only one of the patients at the springs, 
Mrs. Cubbage, is today reported as still 
being in a semewhat dangerous condition. 
Surgeon Murray left the springs today to 
go to Ship Island here where the quaran- 
tine station is located. 

At Biloxi, Michael Levy, aged seventeen, 
died this morning. Drs. Murray and Har- 
alson pronounced his fever yellow fever, 
unmistakable evidence of the disease pre- 
senting itself. The family refused to per- 
mit an autopsy to be made. The boy had 
been sick several days and had only called 
in a physician on Sunday, when the doctor 
said the case was remittunt fever. : 

J. W. Sewatman, a prominent druggist of 
Biloxi, and his wife, are among the new 
cases of sickness reported today. There 
are now 200 whites and negroes at the Fon- 
tainebleau detention camp. People are 
constantly arriving and a special train is 
making frequent trips to the infected 
towns and camps. The patients in the ma- 
rine hospital tents are doing well and are 
understood to be in no danger. New Or- 
leans is now fairly plastered with lime. 

A small child today in one of the quaran- 
tined houses on Hospital street, while play- 
ing in the yard, conceived the idea of mak- 
ing dough out of lime sprinkled there- 
abouts; when she mixed it with water the 
lime took fire and she was badly burned 
and may lose one of her eyes. 


Board of Health Builetir. 


The board of health officially announces 
the status of affairs in New Orleans, as 
regards yellow fever, to be as follows: 


“During the twenty- -four hours ending 6 
p. m. there were: Positive cases of yeliow 
fever, twelve; suspicious cases under inves- 
tigation, tliree; deaths, two. Total eases to 
date, seventy-nine; total dexths to date, 
eight. The majority of cases under treat- 
ment are reported as doing well. Nearly 
all the first cases have recovered.

RGAN IS CENTRAL'S 
NEW PRESIDENT? 


The Old Report Is Revived That He Is 
To Succeed Mr. Comer. 


THE LATTER IS IN THE WEST 


Central’s Vice President Says He Can- 
not Talk About the Matter. 


THE ELECTION COM:S GFF REXT MONTH 


No Credit Given to the Story That 
*J. P. Morgan Intends To Wreck 
the Central of Georgia. 


For six months it has been reported that 
Vice President John M. Egan, of the Cen- 
tral, would succeed to the presidency at the 
next annual election. Some time ago lDresi- 
dent H. M. Comer resigned, but he was. 
requested to hold on and he consented to 
do so. : 

The New York Journal of Tuesday an- 
nounced that Mr. Egan would succeed Mr. 
Comer at the election next month. Mr. 
Egan was in New York last week and It is 
said that while there he had had an irter- 
view with the members of the voting trust 
who control the Central's 50,000 shares of 
common stock. 

The Constitution’s Savannah correspond- 


ent interv’'ewed Mr. Egan yesterday. The 
vice president did not deny the report, but 
said that it would not be politic for him 


to discuss the matter in Mr. Comer’s ab- 
sence. Mr. Comer has been'in the west on 
a long tmp, but is now on his way home, 
What Mr. Egan did not say as well as what 
he did say, strengthens belief in the old re- 
port. 

President Comer ‘s a rich man. He has 
been withdrawing from business for two 
or three vears. He is entirely out of the 
ecttcen business in which he made @ great 
part of his fortune. He has withdrawn in- 
vestments which he had tin other lines of 
business requiring his constant attention. 
It is probable that he has rever had much 
of his own morey invested in the Central's 
eccurities since he sold out long before the 
receiversbip. 

When Mr Egan was elected vice presi- 
dent a year ago, Mr. Comer turned over the 
active management of the property to him. 
He has repeatedly said since then that he 
was taking things easier than he had done 
formerly. 

Mr. Egan is a very capable railway man- 
ager. He has been in railway business all 
his life, and most of it in the west where 
the struggle for existence is Keener than 
anywhere else in the world. He was general 
manager of the Chicago and Great Western 
in its young and rocky days. Hie has been 
with the Southern Minnesota, the Canadian 
Pacific and the St. Paul. Minneapolis and 
Manitobar. When Debs had his great strike 
in 1884. Mr. Egan, now vice president of the 


Central. and Mr. St. John. now vice presi- 
dént of the Seaboard Air-Line, handled the 
railroad side of the situation. Mr. Egan 


is strong on getting business and on econ- 
omy in operating. He has been with the 
Central nearly a year and in that time has 
mace some important changes, but he 
brought in no new men. Tic reorganized 
the steamship service and has been star- 
ring it strongly. Mr. Egan has hod some 
problems to grapple in his new field, 
he has handled them conservatively as a 
rule, and successfully. In the traffic asso- 
ciatton meetings and in the hearings before 
the railroad commission. he has measured 
up with the oldest and tallest of them all. 

The New York Journal said that J. P. 
Morgar put Mr. Egan in as vice president 
of the Central for the purpose of wrecking 
it in order to promote the Southern raj!- 
way.

CUBAN TARIFF 
FIXED BY SPAIN 


-—— 


How the New Law Affects Our Trade 
with Cuba. 


WILL APPLY EXTRA DUTY 


If Our Tariff Is Construed as Prejudi- 
cial to Spanish Product. 


FAVORED NATION CLAUSE STRICKEN OUT 


All Treaties nieceinees Customs of Cu- 
ba Must Be Special—Rates on 
Some of the Main Articles. 


Washington, September 22.—Copies of the 
new Cuban tariff law, as recently gazetted 
at Madrid, have been received here. They 
show in detail the manner in which the 
trade between the United States and Cuba 


will be affected. and the basis on which 
reciprocity can be secured. The preamble 
recites: 


“The government shall be able to decree 
a special re-charge of 30 per cent of all the 
duties on the products of whatever nation 
that. in the application of its general tariff, 
shall prejudice Spanish products by treating 
them differently. 

Under this clause, the government re- 
tains diseretion to apply an additional duty 
of 30 per cent if American duties are con- 
strued to prejudice Spanish product. The 
preamble also suppresses entirely the fa- 
vored nation clause, and provides that, as 
regards commercial treaties, it desired 
that all treaties or commercial conventions 
which affect the customs of the tsland must 
be special. The abolition of the favored 
nation clause is said to be a marked 
parture from the old system, under which 
the United States or any other country 
could claim all advantages given by 
treaty to any other country. Under the 
new plan each country can enjoy only such 
tariff advantages as are given it by special 
treaty. 

The tariff rates are arranged in two col- 
umns, one giving the fiscal rate, and the 
other the, differential, and it is provided 
that foreign merchandise as well as home 
merchandise which does not prove a right 
to the benefits of the protective tariff will 
pay on its introduction into Cuba _ the 
amount of the duties, differential and fis- 
cal, shown in each column of this tariff. 
The home merchandise which justified its 
rigbt will pay the duties fixed in the fiscal 
column. The rates on some of the main 
articles of traffic between the United States 
and Cuba are as follows: 

An export tax Is levied on tobacco as fol-

Madame Rizal Forming Expedition To 
Fight Spanish. 


HER HUSBAND KILLED BY THEM

He Was Leader of the Insurgents in 
the Philippine Islands and Wes 
Captured and Executed. 


Philadelphia, Pa., September 22.—(Sp°cial.) 
Philadelphia is harboring unawares a wo- 


man whom Spain would pay a princely 
ransom to capture—a patriotic native of 
the Philippine islands, whose courage and 


bravery for the insurgent cause have resul'- 
ed in the formation of a monstrous exped}i- 


tion of arms, ammunition and men wao 
are even now en route to Japan, where 
the formal filibustering crew will be mad» 
up and will within two months sa‘l for 
the islands under the inspired leadership 
of this fair yopng rebel. 

Mariana Comenot Orbi Hozae Riza’, is 
the widow of Dr. Hozae Rizal, who was 
butchered by General Pclavieja, on Decem- 


ber 6, 1896. Dr. Rizal was the acknowiedged 
leader and instigator of the revolution 
which has been smoldering since 1894. As 
the president of Manila university, he was 
honored and revered by the residents of 
the islands. Religious persecution and the 
atrocious list of tyrannies that are familiar 
to Cuban and Philippine historians finally 
grew too grave for Dr. Rizal to bear. He 
was instrumental in gathering together the 
patriots and took to the field. 

Mariana Comenol Orbi had been a stu- 
dent in the university. An attachment had 
sprung up and the brave girl, on Decem- 
ber 4th, went into the thick of the battle 
to meet her lover and they were marred, 
with a band of patriots as the only wit- 
nesses. Mariana returned to Manila and 
two days iater the young husband was 
captured. The Spanish general visited the 
prisoner and offered him life, liberty and 
passports for himseif and wife if he would 
persuade the insurgents to yield. Rizal 
courageously and patriotically refused to 
buy his freedom aj such price. On Decem- 
ber 8th he was led to a stone wall and 
shot down. 

The presence of Mrs. Rizal in this city 


has been known only to two or three of 
Her most trusted friends. She has been 
here a month and not an idle moment has 
been spent. 

One of the most important steps yet tak- 
en by the Philippines has been their reso- 
lution to join forces with Cuba for mutual 
interests. It is said that.Mrs. Rizal has 
been mainly instrumental in drawing up 


an agreement by which the Cuban junta 
and the Philippine patriots will act in uni- 
son. She has been in consultation with the 
most influentia] Cubans, and the result will 
likely be a bond which will mean much for 
their advancement. Spain has a foe in 
Mrs. Rizal who is capable of doing much 
for the cause of liberty. In appearance 
she is very beautiful. tall, graceful and 
typically oriental.

Luetgert is alive and in all probability in 
Germany. Concerning the rings fo.md in 
the vat, Attorney Vincent said that they 
were not those of Mrs. Luetgert and that 
he would prove that she had never seen 
them, much less worn them. He also 
declared that he would bring witnesses to 
show that many of the bancs identitied by 
the experts for the prosecution as human 
bones are in reality those of ‘the lower 
animals. He will aiso show, he -uid, that 
Mrs. Luetgert has been seen alive and well, 
save for her mental troubles, since May 
Ist, the wight on which it elaimed that 
she was murdered. He also stated that 
Luetgert will go on the.stand in his own 
defense. 

A warm legal fight arose in the course of 
the opening statement of Attorney Vincent, 
In outlining the defense he said that he 
would prove that Mrs. Luetgert, nervous 
and discouraged by the busimess reverses 
of her husband, had told several of the 
neighbors that she intended to run away 
from home. The state protested against 
the admission of such evidence, and the 
court, after listening to the argument of 
the lawyers, said that it did mot think that 
it could permit such testimony to go in. 
The defense felt this badly, as Attorney 
Vincent, in the heat of his statement, had 
Said that»>without such evidence as he had 
just alluded to his client might be hanged. 
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He fought with desperate energy for the 
admission of the testimony and finally 
Judge Tuthill said that he would: permit 
the introduction of evidence relating to 
conversations with Mrs. Luetgert Leld a 
weck prior to her disappearance, but he 


said that testimony must be absolutely di- 
rect and unquestioned. 

The purport of the evidence today was 
that Luertgert reported the disappearance 


of his wife to his lawyer, and was greaily 
disturbed by the fact, and that he had 
purchased a large quantity of material 


for the purpose of making soap. 

One witness testified that toward the 
close of Apri!, he was at the Luetgart fae- 
tery and saw Mrs. Luertgart. who seemed 
to be depressed. She remarked during a 
conversation that nearly everything was 
gone, and she thought she would go, too, 
pretty soon and work on a farm where -no 


one knew her. 
Rosa Gleich, of, 1359 North Paulina street, 
Lakeview, was called on to impeach the 


evidence of Emma Schimpke, who testified 


for the prosecution and said she saw 
Luetgert and his wife going from the 
Luetgert residence to the Sausage factory 


about 10 o'clock on the night of May Ist. 
Gottleib Schimpke, a younger sister of Em- 
ma, also testified ta this fact, but as the 
child afterwards admitted she did not 
know what state or county she was living 


in, her evidence was of little value. Rosa 
Gleich said that she was with the 
Schimpke girls on the night of May list. 
They had all been to a dance. She  de- 
clared positively that neither of the 


Schimpke girls had seen either Luetgert or 
his wife that night, and that since she tes- 
tiied, Emma Schimpke had admitted to 
the witness that she had sworn falsely and 
tried to get her to do the same. te lling her 
she must not be “on Luetgert’s side.” 

“Iemma Schimpke said to me that it was 
the prattle of her sister that got her into 
the case,’ said the witness, “and she testi- 
fied to suit the side that called her.”’

Illustrated American Publishes Arti- 
cle on the Best Place to Live—The 
Healthiest States. 


Atlanta is the healthiest city in the 


United States. 

The government reports of vital statis- 
tics, which have not been completed, but 
the main facts of which have been made 
public, accord this honor to the Gate City 
of the south. 

The Illustrated American has been pub- 
lishing a series of articles showing emi- 
nent distinctions and peculiarities of the 
states and various sections. One of these 
articles, under the caption of “Where 
Health Is’ Best,” places Atlanta, accord- 
ing to figures given, for both whites and 
blacks, at the head of the list. 

The table of statistics published by that 
periodical places the white death rate 
lowest in St.. Louis, with Atlanta a close 
second. The highest is in New York. 

The negro death rate is lowest in Chi- 
cago, and highest in Charleston. Atlanta 
is pushed closely in the race by Louis- 
ville. The difference in the white death

The States Most Healthy. 

The figures of The American further 
show that the individual states whose 
records entitle them to the distinction 
of being most healthy are four in the 
western section and two just across the 
line in the north central section. ' 

The highest distinction falls to Wvyo- 
ming, with its very small record of 6.82 
or less than seven deaths to 1,500 living. 

These are mining and agricultural states, 
undoubtedly crude yet in sanitary observ- 
ances and appliances, as compared with 
other portions of the country, but with 
a targer supply of air for each person, 
more of outdoor life and tess business and 
social worry, they have largér health 
advantages. 

The ratios are, however, so very and 
so uniformly small as to indicate that 
the climate presents natural advantages. 
At least, the record in this investigation 
points emphatically to country life as 
largely advantageous, whether east or 
west. 

The above cannot help but result in a 
great advertisement for Atlanta and this 
part of the country, coupled with the 
‘ity’s attitude toward yellow fever refu- 
gees for the last two weeks.

Some time ago the Southern Bell Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company fied a biil 
in the superior court against Mr. bratton, 
alieging that the publication and distribu- 
tion of his telephone and business directory 
was injuring the company in that the lists 
were incorrect ard that many names ap- 
peared opposite the telephone numbers 
which were not the names of paid subscerib- 
ers. An injanction was granted and after 
a lengthy hearing Judge LumpKin decided 
that Mr. Bratton could not publish a list 
of telephones if it was in any way incorrect. 

The bill presented yesterday afternoon 
alleges that Mr. Bratton has been placing 
supplements to the lists which he posited 
about the telephones some time ago. It is 
not charged that he is violating the terms 
of the recent injunction, but the petition

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HIDEEN TREASURES ARE THESE 


The Pearls That Have Been Found, 
However, Are Not So Valuable. 


SAYS VALUABLE ONES CAN BE FOUND 


ae 


The Jeweler Gives Some Interesting 
Pointers About Peo1l Hunting. 
What He Hes To Say. 


Jeweler M. Greer, of Atlanta, has just re- 
turned from Calhoun and upper Georgha, 
where he went to investigate the reports 
of finds of beautiful and vdluable specimens 
of pearls. 

He brings back with him several speci- 
rens of mussel shells and in several of 
them are pearls attached to the shell. His 
visit to the scene of the finds has proved 
beyond a doubt that there are pearls of 
value to be found in greater or less quanti- 
ties near Calhoun and Rome. 

Mr. Greer makes a specialty 
He has had a great amount of experience 
with the jewels and it takes him only a 
short time to tell their value and quality. 
When he heard of the finds in upper Geor- 
gia he dec‘ded that the matter was worth 
looking into and at once proceeded tio the 
scene. 

He found Frank Wyatt, one of the men 
who is reported as having found valuable 
specimens of pearts, and together they went 
out into the bed of the river and picked up 
mussel shells. A great many sheils: were ex- 
amined, but no fine specimens of pearis 
were found. 

In many of the shells clusters of small 
and valueless found. This 
showed conclusively that there were pearls 
there if a person chanced to find the shells 
that contain them. After examining the 
russel shells and satisfying himself that 
pearls can be found there Mr. Greer went 
to Calhoun and Reme to look at the speci- 
mans that have already been found. He dis- 
found 


of pearls. 


pearls Were 


covered that most of the specimens 
lately are very smal! and are almost worth- 
less. 

As a matter of fact, it takes a large, bril- 
liant, well shaped pearl to bring any sort 
of price on the market and Mr. Greer found 
that the ones there were very small, and 
though they were genuine pearls, were of 
scarcely any value. 

“T believe pearls are there and that they 
can be found,” said he yesterday, in speak- 
ing of the matter. ‘‘A person might look 
through a wagon load of shells and not 
find one pearl and on the other hand he 
might look through a half bushel and find 
several fine specimens. I believe that if the 
hunters do not become discouraged they 
will find some valuable specimens of 
pearls.’’ 

The pearls Mr. Greer handtes now are 
sent from Tennessee and he has received 
some from other states. He has investi- 
gated the’ Arkansas finds and if any good 
specimens are discovered there they will 
be sent to him. He has made arrangements 
with those in upper Georgia interested in 
the pearl discovere‘es and if any good spec- 
imens are obtained he will receive them. 

Though Mr. Greer’s visit shows that the 
finds are not as extensive as at [first 
thought, still it leaves no doubt that there 
are. pearls in the river and many valuable 
ones may be found. 

For the benefit of those who may hunt 
pearls ‘Mr. Greer gives some information on 
the snecimens that are of value. There ara 
three shapes that are marketable. They are 
round, pear shaped and button shaped. The 
round comes first and is, of course, the 
most valuable. After it comes the pear 
shaped and then the button, which jis not a 
half pearl but a button-shaped one. 

The vaiue of the pearl is affected by 
luster and color of it. The pink-tinted and 
brilllant ones seem to be the most valua-

The Armory Factory Board Visit the 
Maryland Works, 


ARE PLEASED WITH THE PLACE 


Richmond, Birmingham and Other 
Southern Points To Be Visited. 


BIFORE BOARD W.LL ANNOUNCE PREFERENCE 


Cost of the Plant Will First Be Ascer- 
tained—Then the Site for the 
Location To Be Named. 


Washington, September 22.—The armor 
factory board made a visit o7 inspection to 
the large plant of the Maryland’ Steel Com- 
pany, at Sparrow's Point, vesterday, with 
a view to ascertain what advantages it of- 
fered for the mianufactur2 of armor for 
naval vessels. 

The members left here in the morning at 
10 o'clock and returned in the evening at 5 
O'clock well pleased with their visit. They 
Were well entertained and were loaded 
with arguments in favor of the establish- 
ment of a government armor factory at 
Sparrow's Point. The members of the 
board who made the trip were Commodore 
Howell, Civil Engineer Endicott, Lieuten- 
ant Fletcher, Lieutenant Chambers and 
Mr. DeKnight. Captain McCormick and 
Chief Engineer Perry, of the board, are in 
sSethlehem, Pa. at present. 

Within the next few weeks, probably the 
latter part of November, the board will 
make a tour of the south and will visit the 
Steel works at Richmond, Birmingham and 
at other points. At present the board is 
engaged in considering the cost of the es- 
tablishment of an armor plant, and will 
make its report on that point by December 
Ist. The question of location will be subse- 
quently considered. Its consideration will 
necessarily include a trip to the steel pro- 
ducing districts of the south. 

The board has already inspected the 
steel plant at Bethlehem, the Carnegie 
works and the plant of the Illinois Steel 
Company, of Chicago. The question is a 
big one and will undoubtedly come up fn 
congress at the coming session.

Trouble accumulates on the head of the 
Atlanta and West Point Railroad Company. 
The yellow fever with its attendant quar- 
antine restrictions has kept President 
George ©. Smith walking the floor day and 
night, and he is confronted with the al- 
most certain loss of $100,000 by reason of 
the epidemic. 

On top of that, the Georgia railroad com- 
mission decided yesterday to take $15.00 off 
the company’s earnings. 

This decision is in a sense conditional. 
About a month ago Chairman L. N. Tram- 
meil gave Notice thai he intended to move 
that the Atlanta and West Point be raised 
ifrom the to the first-class. 
The effect of this change would be to take

$500,000 with $5 Shares.

ATLANTA MEN INTERESTED 


Assays Run as High as $352 in Gold 
Per Ton. 


TWENTY STAMPS ARE 10 BE ERECTED 


A Chlorination Plant Will Be Put Up 
for the Treatment of the Sul- 
phurets. 


Mr. F. H. Russell-Howland came down 
yesterday from Allatoona to confer with 
the other directors of the Sixes gold mime. 
This company was recently incorporated, 
its capital being fixed at $500,000. 

The directors are Judge Henry B. Tomp- 
kins, Dr. F. H. Orme, C. W. Hunnicutt, 
Atlanta; Mr. Howland, Allatoona,. and 
Colonel J. H. Moore and Mr. A. B. Cog- 
gins, of Canton, Ga. 

The Sixes is an old.aqd widely. known 
gold mine. Every one who knows the 
property from personal examination pro- 
nounces it an exceptionally tine mine or 
the making of a-great |mine. There are 
one hundred and sixty-six acres of lamd 
in the tract, lying four miles :orthwest of 
Holly Springs, on the Atlanta, Knexville 
and Northern railway, and six miles south- 
west of Canton. 

before the war that part of Cherokee 
county was celebrated for the amount 
and quality of the gold found there. The 
gold was all obtained from placer deposits 
and ‘‘Dry Hollow’ a neighboring mine, is 
stated to have produced from $500,000 to 
$1,000,000 by washing the gravel in pans 
and toms. Im those days the Georgia 
miners were the best panners in the world 
and when ‘tthe rush to California occurred 
in 1849 the Georgians were the best and 
most successful placer miners among them 
all. 

The mother lode which fed ihe Dry Hol- 
low placer was lomg sought for. Mr. How- 
land says that the a 2angineers who 
have examined the Sixes’ tell him that it 
unquestionably has the mother lode. It is 
a decomposed ore or saprolite and is very 
rich. As it is only a short distance up the 
stream above the Dry Hollow, there seems 
to be no doubt that gold from the Sixes 
vein washed dowm and formed the rich 
placer deposit. : 

The vein on which most of the develop- 
ment work has been done is more than 
five feet thick, while the richest part is 
fifty inches, wide. One of the directors 
had two assays made ig February, 1896, of 
the decomposed ore from twenty-five feet 
depth. One assay gave $24.18 per ton and 
the other $32.64. 

Just about a month ago the directors 
met at the mine for a personal inspection 
and exam-wmation. Jévery panning made a 
fine showing. Some of the directors, took 
out ore for themselves, brought it to At- 
lanta and had ussays made in two labora- 
tories, George FP. Good & Co.s’ and N. P. 
Pratt's. The decomposed ore ran from 
$24.80 to $352 per ton apd the average was 
$79.28 Her ton. This Was a magnificent 
showimg, but the results were kept quiet.

Mr. J. L. Hughes, now living at Kenne- 
saw, says that in 1867 he sunk a shaft 
on the Sixes eighty feet deep and found at 
the bottom a vein of almost. solid ore 
eight feet wide, a ton of which was ship- 
ped north to a smelter returning $323.

Mr. Howland figures that four tons of 
this ore can be handled daily to each stamp. 
He is a strong believer in the future of 
Georgia gold mines. ‘“‘We have just as rich 
ore here as there is in south Africa,’’ he 
says. “We have an abundance of it and it 
can be worked at less expense. There is 
no reason why, with the proper process, 
judicious management and handling the ore 
on a large scale, we should not make a 
Vast sum of money out of the southern 
g0ld mines, and if we get one mine going 
on a large scale and making money, it will 
bring millions of dollars into the state for 
investment. 

“Look ai the Robinson gold mine at Jo- 
hannesburg, the largest mine in south Af- 
rica, During the year 1895 it crushed 140,- 
(55 tons vielding 120,113 ounces of gold, an 
average of 17.07 pennyweights; 75,825 tons 
of tailings were treated, yielding 22,157 
ounces, and the concentrates yielded 14,938 
ounees, inuking the total for tho vear 1.7.268 
ounces of gold. The total for 1897 was 187,- 
208 ounces of gold. The ores are more re- 
fractory than the Georgia ores, 
the chlorination and the eyanide processes 
are used. The total value obtained is less 
than $24 per ton, and the’ cost of working 
is more than three tim ag much as it 
should be, with a goc modern mill in 
Georgia. The net profits amount to over 
$1,800,000 a year. In 1887 the original 
shares were called in, and ten shares of 
£5 each were issted jnstead. For every 
dollar in the original capital the holders 
have been given $50, and these new ehares 
stand at a premium. 

“The Sixes mines shows cogent evidence 


-that it can produce larger profits than the 


Robinson, for the ore aSsays higher and 
can be worked at much less cost.” ’ 

The Alaska-Treadwel! gold mine at Doug- 
las island, Alaskd, iS another to which 
Mr. Howland points as an example of what 
is possible in gold mining. It is owned by 
the Rothschilds. It is earning clear $500,000 
a year on ore that runs only $2.07 per ‘ton. 
That ore is sulphuretted just like the 
Georgia ore below water level and it costs 
$1.16 per ton to mine, mill and chlorinate. 
Labor and fuei up there are three times 
more expensive than in Georgia. 

The Homestake ore runs about $4, but the 
mine makes immense profits every year.

Those Who Do ‘Not Register Cannot 
Vote on Tax Certificates. 

New regulations regarding the registra- 
tion and voting in the primary will be 
enforced this year. { 

Heretofore it has been possible for a voter 
to cast his ballot who had not registered, 
provided he received a certificate from 
the tax collector that his taxes had been 
paid. This year the certificates will not 
entitle the holder to a vote in-the primary 
and none except those who names appear 
om the registration lists will be recognized 
as voters.

Saul’ Chownski is the boy’s name, and 
he is son of Chow nNSki, one of the Decatur 
ftreet Russian Jews. Saul is just seven 
years of age and is but a eer: ip of humani- 
ty, yet he has already made a record which 
entitles him to the reputation of the worst 

seven-year-old in Atlanta. 

When the schoo] opered a few weeks ago 
Saul was among the children who appeared 
With “shining morning faces’’ at the Crew 
Street school, The very first day he put in 
his appearance he got hold of an ink well 
which had some of the dark fluid in it and 
he amused himself by making it “squirt” 
out on his desk and clothes. 

The second day he tripned up a Nttle girl 
and pulled another's hair. The third day 
he was impertinent to the teacher. 

And as the days went by his teacher 
found out that she had a hard case, and 
she began to try to break him in by degrees. 
Saul was not very tractable and the teacher 
ascertained that kindness only gave him 
license to get worse. 

It was not long before Saul had become 
a terror to all the other children, and many 
of them felt like crying out more than 
once: “Saul, Saul, why persecutest thou 
me?’ 

Yesterday morning Saul's 
ruly temper seemed to be at its worst, due 
Perhaps to the disagreeable weather. As 
soon as school opened he began to cut up 
some of his capers, and as the morning 
wore away he got more and more unruly, 

Made Him Leave the School. 

Finally about noon the teacher decided 
that she had reached the extreme limit and 
she called Saul up and told him that he 
must get his books and leave the gschool- 
room. This would, under ordinary circum- 
Stances and- with an ordinary boy, be hailed 
with delight; but Saul was not ordinary 
and neither were the circumstances. He 
became huffy, and when he reached the 
yard he put his books down and gathered 
a handful of rocks, with which he pelted 
the school building for several minutes.

It was then that the recorder delivered 
his pronunciamento against pawned mules. 

The recorder had good grounds for his 
opposition to pawned mules, for he had 
been victimized once in allowing such a 
transaction. Some three months ivo he 
fined Mose Pease, a negro drayman, 8'6 and 
costs. Mose asked to leave his mule in 
the yard until he could go off and g«t the 
necessary amount. The recorder coocivd- 
ed that this was .a soft snap for the city, 
as the negro would be certain to return 
and claim his mule: but the negro never 
came back, and when the police authori- 
ties inspected the mule they ascertained 
that the animal wasn’t anything but skin 
and bones and was lame in ail four legs. 
He just simply wasn’t worth $10. 

So that is why the recorder has soured 
on taking mules in pawn for fines.

ALEXANDER’S SUIT 
MAY SET PRECEDENT 


She Wins Her Case Agai-st the Atlanta 
Accident Association. 


HUSBAND DIED OF HERNIA 


His Widow Then Filed Suit for His 
Accident Poiicy. 


WAS A KNOTTY QUESTION FOR THE JURY 


Association’s Counset Gives Notice of 
New Trial and Case May Go to 
the Supreme Court. 


Judge Harry M. Reid and his jury Hs- 


tened vesterday for several hours to an 
exhaustive argument upon the meaning of 
the word ecjdental.’’ The argument was 
the result of the case which was reached 
early in the day against the Atlanta Insur- 
ance Company, which was brought by Mrs. 
Sallie Alexavder, 

W. W. Alexander, who died in South Car- 
Olina two years ago, had a policy of $1,000 
in the Atlanta Accident Association, which 
was to be paid his estate in cuse he died 
from accidental causes. He died from her- 
nia, which he claimed to have been cused 
from using a heavy hammer In a black- 
smith —- The plaintiff claimed that 
hernia, produced from the use of a hammer, 
was nothing but an accident, as it Was 
unusual and unexpected, The association 
claimed that hernia was not an accidental 
deatts and that the association 
was not liable on the poli cy. 

Che basis of the defense will be readily 
understood by the following quotation from 
its policy, which was read’ in court: 

‘This insurance shall not cover disap- 
pearance, nor suicide (sune or insane), nor 
niuries of which there is no visible mark 
us~on the body, mor accidental injuries or 
death resulting from or caused directly or 
indirectly, or wholly or in part by disease 
or bodily infinmmity, hernia, fits, vertigo, 
sleep walking, rupture, medical or surgical 
treatment, intoxication or narcotics, taking 
poison or “aniagah wen poisonous” sub- 
stunces, inhali gas, sunstroke or freez- 
ing, dueti 18 or fight: war or riot, inten- 
tional injuries milicted by insured or the 
beneficiary or with their connivance or con- 
sent, voluntary over-exertion, wrestling, 
lifting. racing, gymnastics, except for 
amusement, voluntary exposure to unnec- 
essary danger, violation of law, or while in 
any gambling house, house of ill fame or 
issig@nation house,” 

The association was represented by Its 
eccunsel. Mr. Burton Smith, and the plaintiff 
by Mr. Vassar Woolley. The jury remained 
oui but-a short time when {it returned a 
verdict in favor of the plaintiff, awarding 
Mrs. Alexander the amount of the policy 
and interest, but declining to award dam- 
ages, as praved for. During: the progress of 
the trial a number of depositions were in- 
trodticed from residents of Abbeville, S. C., 
where Alexander Was working at the time 
he received the-injury,

BACK SALARIES DUE DEPUTIES. 


Uncle Sam’s Lack of Money Boon to 
Moonshiners. 

Uncle Sam's lack of money has proved 
a boon to the Georgia moonshiners. 

For two months the moenshiners of the 
state have been practically unmolested by 
United States deputy marshals, and they 
have been plying their trade for ail it is 
worth. Very few have been arrested and 
the United States commissioners have been 
doing no business at ail. 

The reason for this inactivity on the 
part of the revenue agents is due to the 
government's lack of promptitude in pay- 
ing debts. There are twenty deputy mar- 
shals in the service in this district. Nearly 
all of these are new men, and thetr inex- 
perience aceounts in part for the 
small number of moonshiners arrested. 

Some of the best moonshiner catcners in 
the city are those that were retained trom 
the old administration. They have not yet 
got their money for the work they did dur- 
ing the last quarter of the last administra- 
tion, and on account of lack of funds they 
cannot go into the moonshine district to 
catch the offenders against the revenue 
laws. It takes money to maKe a raid, for 
there is railroad and hack fare, besides 
other expenses. 

There is still about $6,000 due the deputy 
marshals in back salaries. They will have 
to wait for congress to meet and provide 
for them in the de fe iency bill:
